upon Mr. Cyrus W. 
Field and bad a talk 
with him about the 
shooting of Judge 
Terry. Not long after- 
ward the General was 
visited by the Post- 
DISPATCH correspond- 
David S. Terry. ent, who knew that 
the General had been present in San Francisco 
during the troublesome days of 1855-7, and 
bad taken charge of the millitary force then 
hurriedly organized. Gen. Sherman acknowl- 
edged that such was the case. 

„„I know too much about affairs of that 
time in California,’’ said he, ‘‘but I won’ 
talk about them. I won’t express my 
opinion bearing upon the present case. I 
don’t need to, Justice Field is amply 
able to attend to the case. At the same time 
lam very willing that you should find out all 
shat I know about affairs in California at the 
time Judge Terry was prominent in connec- 
tion with the vigilantes’ work, and I can tell 
you that all you have to do is to consult the 
first volume of my memoirs.’’ 

Gen. Sherman was engaged in the banking 
business in ban Francisco at the time he made 
the acquaintance of Judge Terry and other 
prominent Californians whose names bave 
been recalled by the recent tragedy. The 
General describes very graphically the organ- 
izing of the vigilantes, the hanging of Casey 
and Cora, and the preparations made to resist 
with arms any unlarful proceedings. Then 
be proceeds: 

„The Chief Justice, Terry, came to San 
Francisco the next day, issued a writ of ha- 
beas corpus for the body of one Maloney, 
which writ was resisted, as we expected. The 
Governor then issued his proclamation and I 
published my orders dated June 4, 1855. Some 
of the best men of the vigilantescame to me 
and remonstrated, saying that a collision 
would surely result; that it would be terrible, 
etc. All I could say in reply was that it was 
for them to get out of the way; ‘Remove your 
forces, cease your midnight councils and pre- 
vent your armed bodies from patrolling the 
streets. 

AN IMPORTANT MEETING. 

Gen. Shherman describes an important 
meeting in which Judge Terry took part, as 
follows: K

This answer amounted 
little or nothing. Seeing that we were pow- 
eriess for good and that violent counsels 
would prevail under the influence of Terry 
and otbers, I sat down at a table and 
wrote my resignation, which Johnson 
accepted in a complimentary note on the 
spotand at the same time he appointed in my 
piace Gen. Volney E. Howard, then present, 
a lawyer who had onoe been a member of Con- 
ress from Texas, and who was expected to 
rive the ‘d——d pork merchants’ into the bay 
at short notice. 
„ „Maj. Volney E. Howard continued the or- 
ganization of the militia which I had begun, 
and succeeded in getting a few arms from the 
country, but one day the Vigilance Committee 
sallled from their armories, captured the 
arms of the ‘law and order party,’ put some 
of their men into prison, while Gen. Howard 
with others escaped to the country, after 
which the Vigilance Committee had it all their 
Own way. Subsequently, in July, 1856, they 
arrested Chief Justice Terry and tried him for 
stabbing one of their constables, but he man- 
aged to escape at night and took refuge with 
John Adams. In August they hangea Helper- 
‘ington and Brace in broad daylight, without 
oey yary trial and soon after they quietly dis- 
banded. As they controlled the press they 
wrote theirown history and the world gen- 
erally gives them the credit of having purged 
San Francisco of rowdies and roughs; but 
their success has given great stimulus toa 
dangerous principle that would at any time 
justify the mobin seizing the power of gov- 
ernment, and who are comp: sed of the worst 
instead of the best elements of a community. 


Intérview With Cyrus W. Field.

NEw York, August 16.—Mr; Cyrus W. Field 
talked about the shooting vesterday afternoon 
to a reporter who called upon him in his 
Office in the Washington building. He said: 


**We had known for some time past that our 
brother’s lite was in danger atthe hands of 
Terry. He had been advised to carry a 
Weapon, but he replied that if a judge, sitting 
in court, was amigos to be armed in order io 
protect himself m attack, he had better 
— up his seaton the bench. From what we 

ave iearned of the case we are satisfied 
that Terry and his wife had arranged 
before hand this attack upon my 
brother and with a view to forcing him to re- 
sent an insult, so that he might shot and 
killed under such circumstances that the 
sbooter would have a plea of self-defense to 
fall back upon. Had Deputy Marshal Nagle 
mot been at band, the preconcerted pro- 
gramme of the Terrys would have undoubt- 
edly been carried out and my brother would 
have been slain.

‘*Had the Attorney-General a right to dele- 
gate A Marshal to protect the Judge? 

„Well, I would rather not answer that ques- 
tion. The Attorney-General is at the head of 
the Department of Justice, and all the ma- 
chinery of the courts is under his control. He 
is bound to preserve peace and order in the 
court-rooms. It would certainly be a most 
atrocious orime if a judge should be murdered 
off the bench for any official action. 


Latest Developments. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., August 16.—The Terry 
tragedy continues to dwarf all other news 
in the popular mind in this city and 
throughout California. Public interest in 


the affair has been increased by the action of 
the District Attorney of San Joaquin 
County, the issuing of a warrant 
for the arrest of Justice Field on complaint 
of Mrs. Sarah Althea Terry, and the legal con- 
flict that threatens to grow out of this de- 
mand. The warrant directs Sheriff Cunning- 
ham of San Joaquin County to take Justice 
Field to Stockton, the former home of Judge 
Terry, io which city Deputy Nagle is at pres- 
ent under arrest. The Sheriff arrived here 
last night and expected to make the 
arrest atl o’clock this afternoon, it being 
necessary to bave the writ approved bya 
Judge of San Francisco County, The matter 
was called to the attention of Judge 
Rix, this forenoon, who declined to indorse it 
without first having an o 1 to con 
sider the facts, and sa he * take 
the case up this afternoon, n the 
event that he approves the swarrant it is 
understood that as soon as the 
arrest bas been formally made a writ of 
habeas corpus will be sued out in the United 
States Circuit Court. This course has been 
decided upon by counsel of Justice Field 
and to determime at once the authority of the 
Federal Court and its officers. It is 
also known that action will be taken 
seeking for an order from the United 
States Court upon Sheriff Cunningham to 
at once deliver Deputy Marshal Nagle into 
the custody of the United States Marshal, 
upon which order, if obeyed, the deputy will 
be brought to this city. 


Attorney-General Miller Talks. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., August 16.—Attorney- 
General Miller was seen yesterday and asked 
if he had anything further to say about the 
shooting of Judge Terry by Deputy Nagle. He 
replied: 

I see from the papers that the action of the 
deputy is pretty generally indorsed. It ap- 
pears to be considered that Nagle’s presence 
was necessary and his action justifiable. I 
don’t ¢ to speak of the legal aspects 
of the case. I do not know any 
case analogous to it in our history and 
I do not recall that it has ever 
been necessary before to provide protection 
for a United States Judge. If the case comes 
to trial lsuppose I will be called to testify, 
but I question whether there will ever bea 
trial. The Grand Jury may refuse to act or 
the Coroner’s jury may find it a case of justifi- 
able homicide. I have not examined the 
legal side of the question, however. I thought 
the protection of the officers of the law 
might be necessary, and I knew 
sometbing about the desperate character 
of the man with whom Justice 
Field had to deal. Ithought of trouble when 
the trial began, but of course I did not look 
for it at a way station or upon the train. If 
the Justice’s life wasin danger, though, he 
was as much entitled to the protection of the 
officer at an eating house as in a court-room 
or upon a bench.’’ 

Though the Attorney-General was very 
guarded in his utterances, his manner indi- 
cated very plainiy that he believed Deputy 
Nagie was fully justified in shooting Terry. 


Approved by Senator Voorhees. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., August 16.—The senior 
Senator from Indiana, Mr. Voorhees, heartily 
sustains Attorney-General Miller in what he 
did to protect Justice Field. 

„It has been well known for some time 


past, he said, ‘‘that Justice Field’s life 
would be in imminent peril whenever his 
duties called him again in California. He was 
deliberately and openly threatened with death 
or extreme humiliation by one of the most 
desperate and dangerous men ever known on 
the Pacific Coast. His committal of Judge 
Terry for contempt of court was not only im- 
peratively demanded in defense of his own 
court, but also in defense of every other court 
in the United States against lawless outrage. 
In my opinion it was eminently proper that 
the Attorney-General should see that no harm 
IN come to him when in his judicial cir- 
cult. 


Don’t Respect Terry’s Memory. 4 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oal,, Aurust 16.—The Supreme 
Court of the State of California, of which 
the late David S. Terry was formerly 
Chief Justice, this morning refused 
to adjourn out of respect to Terry’s memory. 
This decision was announced from the bench 
and the reasons given are that Terry resigned 
his judicial position to fight a duel, and that 
be was killed while in the act of assaulting 
a Justice of the United States Supreme Court. 


The Warrant Against Justice Field. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., August 16.—Sheriff 
Cunningham of San Joaquin County arrived 
here late last night from Stockton with the 
warrant sworn to by Sarah Althea Terry for 
the arrest of Justice Stephen J. Field on the 
charge of being an accessory to the killing 
Wednesday of her husband, Judge Terry. It 
is understood the warrant will be served on 
Justice Field at 1 o’clock to-day.

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THE BULLS AND BEARS HAVE LOTS OF FUN

The Market Raided to Nearly the Subscrip- 
tion Point—Pedro Still Strung— Pine 
Grove Held Down—Other Stocks—News 
Received From the Mines—Trading in 
Gas and Coal Co. Stocks. 


Tuere were very few orders in the mining 
market to-day, apparentiy, andthe fleld was 
left to the brokers and the bulls and bears on 
Tourtelotte, the latter attracting attention 
almost to the exclusion of everything else. 
News of an encouraging character was re- 
ceived from several other properties, but 
had but little effect, exceptin the ease of the 
Pedro Consolidated, which kept up its strength 
of yesterday. Theciearings were, good, and 
the demand for Investment securities strong. 
Gas stock also attracted much more attention 
than usual, as did also Consolidated Coal Co. 
stock. The trust certificates market was dull, 
and but few changes were made. 


The feature of the day was in Tourtolette, 
which experienced a successful raid from the 
bear side under the lead of John H. Blessing, 
as represented by Brentano. This stock, 
assessable, and representing only a bond on 
the property, was placed here at 10 cents, and 
from that was run upto 56%. Blessing then 
began to bearit, and said he would see it 
down to 10 cents or lower. Since then the bull 
side has been active, though a few 
weeks ago the stock was sold down to 
15 cents, from which it recovered over 5 cents. 
It has been claimed that only 18,000 shares of 
stock are out, whereas several times that 
amount has been gold, and the source of the 
stock has been something of a mystery. From 
the record of the last few days it was supposed 
that about everything had been housed and 
that the market would score a higher point 
this week. Consequently there was some sur- 
prise when Brentano appeared and gave evi- 
dence of being able to load thecrowdup.

What Faith the Rapid Transit People. 
Have in Their Enterprise—What the Sale 
Means—Boomers’ Methods in the West—

The attorney of the Scott Elevated Railway 
Co., Mortimer F. Taylor, has concluded @ 
$21,000 purchase of seventy acres of ground 
located at the northern terminus of the yer 
posed road in the vicinity of Jennings 
Heights. The papers to this transaction 
were made out and laid upon the desk of 
R. J. Lackland, President of the Boatman’s-: 
Savings Bank, ready for delivery this after- 
noon, and the presumption is that they have 
been handed over to the attorney ere now. 

This is a very significant transaction. 
Whether Mr. Taylor has bought the ground 
for himself or tor the company, 
the purchase wfl be looked upon 
as very good evidence that the L“ road pea- 
ple really mean business, us there is nothing 
that can be used in St. Louis with such argu- 
mentative force as money well used. 

It may also be said that the L' Railway 
people, knowing there was little doubt about 
the construction of the line, would be the 
first in the market to avall themselves of the 
most eligible land sites at the terminals of the 
line or along the vrojected route. It is well 


knownthat the Messrs. Scott have already 
acquired immense tracts of ground on the 
southern and on the southwestern branches 
ofthe road, Tyler place near Tower Grove 
Park, and Dundee place and Gibson Heights 
being their principal holdings in that direc- 
tion.

Mr. lamay’s 
pride in the magnificent specimen of marine 
architecture was natural ‘enough, and he did 
not disguise it, in fact, he seemed almost to 
usurp the command ofthe ship, in formal 
charge of which was Capt. H. E. Purcell, R. 
T. R. Mr. Ismay exercised a sort of proprie- 
tary right in the vessel and everything about 
her. Nobody complained of this, however, 
and as for the Americans, they have been ac- 
customed for so long atime to sailing under 
the British flag that they did not mind 
it if there was a little more English thrown in 
than ie usual on trans-Atlantic voyages.

They were fuel and flames to each 
other. But that is ended now. 
But what of her? If there is a spark of 
humanity in her there must be unspeak- 
able remorse and regret arising from the 
guilty knowledge of her share in the 
tragedy which wrecked her husband and 
deprived her of her best friend. It was 
through her that the fatal quarrel arose, 
and no one doubts that TERRY was spurred 
to his doom by her counsel. Even if she 
be whollv evil, added to deep regrets and 
the bitterness of foiled vengeance and 
disappointed hopes is the sense of irre- 
parable loss. There is something pathetic 
in her grief over her husband’s body, but 
it is the pathos which is associated with 
unrelenting fate. 
This case,as all others of its kind, proves 
that the moral code and the laws of so- 
ciety, based on honor, right and human- 
ity, cannot be violated with impunity. 
That way lie shame, degradation, grief in 
life and often disgraceful death.

10WA’S PLATFORM 

We do not see how the Iowa Democrats 
can outline a platform more clearly anti- 
plutocratic than that which the Iowa Re- 
publicans have put forth forthe pending 
campaign.

The Costliest Army in the World. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

The German army, says Mr. Baring Gould in 
his interesting work upon the great modern 
Empire, is a crushing charge oa the coun- f 
try. And he goes on to speak of the enor- 
mous sum in taxes, direct and indirect,’’ that 
the people pay for its maintenance, the army 
eatimates for the year when he wrote, 1880, 
being 844,625,667 marks, or say $86,000,000. For 
1889 they were 345,459,762 marks, or almost the 
same. The German army on a peace footing 
comprises 445,000 officers and men, but there is 
an organized reserve by which it could be in- 
creased at any time to a million and a half. 
The United States get along with an army of 
25,000, which costs about $25,000,000 a year— 
much more in proportion than that of Ger- 
many, but not an extravagant sum. But the 
army of pensionere ot the United States num- 
bers 452,557, or more than the active forces of 
the German Empire, and the cost of maintain- 
ing this army last year was $82,000,000. This 
year it is expected to be about $110,000,000, so 
that our pension list alone, without counting 
the cost of the army in service, is much more 
than the whole military expenditure of Ger- 
many.

A Bad Showing Made by the Investigating 
Committee—Officers’ Salaries Fixed by 
Themselves—Heavy Assessments Neces- 
eary—The Prospect of a Collapse Unless 
the Members Give the Assdciation a 
Strong Backing. 


HE report of the Com- 
mittee of Members of 
the Farmers and Me- 
ebanice’ Mutual Aid As- 
sociation, which was 
appointed to. examine 
into the affairs of the 
association and dis- 
cover why it had fallen 
so heavily into debt, 
has made its report, 
and that report has 
been made public. It 
shows that the associa- 
tion is in a much worse 
condition than anyone 
outside supposed, but 
it is only fair to say 
here, that if the mem- 
bers stand by the asso- 
ciation and sustain it, it will soon be a solvent 
organization; if they refuse to pay up, it will 
go to pieces, and leave as a reminder a 
heavy debt. Judge Knott, formerly Deputy 
Insurance Commissioner, has made an exam!- 
nation into the condition of the association, 
and says that it will not stop business, but 
will continue, and will shortly bein a good 
condition. He says he is justified in that 
opinion because the members are paying up 
promptly, and responding to the calls more 
freely than the officers expected. 

AT THE CONVENTION 
of the association, which was held here last 
week, a motion was made to require all the 
officers who handle the association’s money 
to give a bond, and the motion was carried. 
The convention also combined the offices of 
President and General Manager, ana of Medi- 
cal Director and Treasurer, and it was also 
recommended that the medical exami- 
ers throughout the State should be 
more critical, because the losses from 
hereditary diseases have been very heavy. 
Concerning the financial condition of the 
association the committee says that the books 
have been properly kept and the proper pro: 
portion of the assessments have been pald to 
the different funds. Then comes a section of, 
the report that shows how heavy have been

and expense accounts of the association 
during the past two years. The section reads: 

That the members may know how mucb has 
been collected from the members by way of 
assessments since May 1, 1887, up to July 81. 
1889, we submit schedule hereto attached and 
marked exhibit B. From this schedule it ap- 

ears that in the time named assessments 

ave been collected tothe amount of $352,- 
Of this amount the sum of $80,579.08 
has gone into the general fund, and been ex- 
pended in salaries, field and miscellaneous 
expenses, except the sum of $10,621.01 as 
transferred to beneficiary fund, leaving a 
balance of $69,958.07 as the net sum expended 
on account of expanses of said association for 
the period named, 

The section immediately following the one 
quoted above reads as follows: 

Thatthe members may know of what the 
expense account consists, we attach heretoa 
list containing the names of the officers and 
employes of the association in June, 1888, and 
the salaries paid to each, also contingent ex- 
penses for that month, marked exhibit C; 
also, a like list forthe month of June, 1889 
marked exhibit D. From these exhibits it wil 
be seen that the salary list amounted tothe 
sum of $1,067.95 for month of June, 1888, and 
contingent expenses to the sum of $758.60, and 
the salary list for June, 1889, to the sum of 
$817; fleld, $523.35, and miscellaneous, $541.50. 
We suggest as a subject for your considera- 
tion whether or not the affairs of the associa- 
tion might not be more economically man- 
aged, and the by-laws of the association 80 
amended asto require a larger per cent of 
the assessments collected to be paid into the 
mortuary and reserved funds. We further 
call attention to the fact that the directors are 
also officers of the association, and as officers 
have practically the power to fix their own 
salaries.

Besides the eleven claims assessed for, 
amounting to 820. 129, and the thirty-two claims 
not assessed for, amounting to $66,299, there 
are outstanding suspended claims, or claims 
the validity of which is disputed, to tne 
amount of $10,104, as shown by the statement 
hereto attached and marked exhibit G. These 
claims, with those the validity of which is un- 
disputed, make the grand total the sum of 
$86,610.67, which must be raised to pay off 
mortu benefits.

THE CRUISER BOSTON, 


Conclusion of the Investigation by the Naval 
Board, 


NEw YorK, August 16.—The special board to 
inquire into the causes of the accident to the 
cruiser Boston concluded its work in the 
Lyceum building at the Navy Yard yesterday. 
There are three large holes in the heavy outer 
plates of the hull, anda long indentation un- 
der the boiler room. The ribs of the vessel 
are bent inward where she struck, and they 


will have to be repaired, too. Most of the 
damaged plates are aft under the engine- 
room. Two of the holes in the plates are 
about three feet long and one-quarter 
inch wide, and the other is about 
fifteen inches long and one-quarter inch wide. 
There is a punctured plate where the long in- 
dentation is forward. The holes areallina 
line. The injuries extend over a portion 
of the ship about thirty-six feet long and Con- 
structor Hoover estimates that it will take 
nine plates 15 feet long, (feet wide and ½ inch 
thick to repair the damage. The bent por- 
tions of the frames will be cut out and new 
pieces ‘‘collared’’ on. The constructor will 
putaforce of men at work onthe damaged 
hull as soon as possible. He thinks it will 
take six weeks to finishthe repairs. When 
the work is done, he says, the hull will be as 
strong as ever. The findings of the board 
will be forwarded to Washington.

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EVERY NATION AND EVERY INDUSTRY AT 
THE PARIS EXPOSITION. 


The Wonders of All Civilization Centered on 
the Banks of the Seine—A Dazzling Pan- 
orama of the Globe Unfolded Amid a 
Babel of Strange Tongues—Restaurants 
and Cafes Inside the Grounds.

ARIS, Juiy 31. 
—I entered 


position the 
other day for 
the first time 
by the Es- 
planade of the 
Invalides. It 
was like going 
to a new piace 
—in 1878 this 
Esplanade 
was but an an- 
nex of the Ex- 
position, now 
it is a very 
importants 
part of it. It 
iy. is de vo ted 
principally to 
the colonies, 
to the military display, to the Department of 
Public Instruction, of Posts and Telegrapby; 
also to the villages of the colonies. I began 
with the negro village of New Caledonia. 
These negroes are very handsome, with straight 
noses and well-shapea head and mouth. 
They are, however, idolators and savages, as 
their idols, set up everywhere, indicate. We 
saw the Hottentots and Cingalese at home, 
the Tahitians and the Chinese, on this visit. 
The process of silk-weaving of the latter was 
most interesting. The wife sits up on high, 
throwing in the shutties which make the 
bright flowers. The husband sits down below, 
doing the patient drugery of the background. 
Rather a pretty allegory in its way. Further 
on these patient creatures were making fans 
out of feathers pasted on in a pattern. What 
slow, inevitable accuracy; what hopeless, un- 
interested, yet intelligent faces; what long, 
dexterous, dirty fingers, which seemed to be 
half nail, reminding one of the French pun: 
„Why do we know that Joseph has lost an 
aunt? Because his ‘ongles’ are in mourning.’’ 
Les ongles of the Chinamen are apt to be 
in very deep mourning, particularly when 
they use them as tools. 

The crowd grew greater every day. Never 
was it so intense as on the day before the 
great national holiday, July 14. It is the joy 
of the new repwbliic that it has made this 30 
successful and so thoroughly a pational day. 

„ ALL FRANCE 

crowded to Paris for that occasion. All were 
well fed and well lodged, but they were very 
disagreeable to meet in the narrow gateways 
of these villages. Icounted among my near 
neighbors two Dutchwomen in the singularly 
picturesque caps and gold ornaments, three 
Basque peasants, a grand Algerine in splen- 
did white bournous and everything foreign 
and Eastern ail about. 

In this department we saw the Algerian 
Palace, with picturesque minaret, a reproduc- 
tion of the Mosque of Sidi-Abel-er-Kahman. 
The principal pavilion reproduces the tomb 
of Sidi-Ben-Arrous at Tunis. Allthe lower 
part of these edifices is occupied by shops, 
where the industrious workpeople exercise 
their industrial arts before the lookers-on, 
and every one stops to buy something from 
these ingenious workers. The Central Palace 
of the Colonies is a wonderful thing, of an 
original form and of divers architecture. 
Within are made the Indian shawls of the 
famous Rbunegoa, the Rothschild of British 


India. Here some dozen interesting native 
workers show how these shawis are patiently 
worked out. 

Here also are’exhibits from Martinique, the 
Congo, Sonegal, New Caledonia, the colonial 
world. The Palace Algerine, with its white 
minaret, its loggias, its pretty porch, its gal- 
leries, its arcades always fascinates me; it is 
most Reaper — Next to it in beauty is the 
Brazilian pavilion. The Grand Centrul Palace 
of the Colonial Exposition, to return to that, 
is striking, ie 75 metres long by 2,000 square 
metres deep, covered by a dume of 30 metres. 
This fine structure was built by M. Sauvestre, 
the architect-in-chief of this very important 

art of the Exposition. The French colonies 
— in it a collection ot all the products of the 
colonies. Itrecalis the lands of the sun in its 
bizarre architecture and is a fitting center 
for what crows up around it—the bDulldings of 
the Transvaal, the Pahouin village, the vil- 
lage Alfaron, the Palace of Cochin China, 
the village of the Gabon, the oda

It is constructed of wood, witha sub-base of 
brick and mortar, covered with tilés enam- 
elied on all sides, is too elaborate and hand- 
some to be taken down.

French India is especially curious—antique 
statuettes of Bayaderes, raat dolis dressed in 
costume, the reduction of a religious hariot 
beautiful etuffse from Madras, carved-woo 
furniture—everything infact that can be 
brought from the land of Buddha. 
Now for a moment to consider 
THE MESTAURANTS. 
To read even the names of the cafes and res- 
taurasts would create an appetite under the 
ribs of death. There are forty-one large ones, 
of which I had prastiog’s experience only of 
the excellence of the Restaurant de France, in 
the gardens of the Trocadero; the Restaurant 
Francais, in the gardens of the Eiffel Tower: 
the Restaurant Biebant, in the first pavilion of 
the tower, the Restaurant Russe, the Czarda 
Hongroise and the Cafe Tunisien, where we 
went for the coffee. At the Czarda Hongroise 
ö bad very good music, but not so good a 
nner. 

The buffets, the peer places, the lemonade 
stands, the cafes and restaurants along the 
Champ de Mars are endless. Those placed, as 
isthe Cafe Russe, under a long balustrade, 
with the view of the gardens, with fresh air, 
flowers, Bengal lights, freworks and music, 
with pretty women in Russian or Swiss cos- 
tume to wait on one, make one dream of a 
terrestrial paradise. 

I believe, because so well-fed, this is a good- 
natured crowd, That complicated piece of 
machinery, the human stomach, is better un- 
derstood in France than elsewhere. ‘‘Digest- 
ion,’’ says a modern writer, ies now put in 
love’s place. When things go wrong even, we 
ask not who was the woman but what was the 
dinner?’’ The man who has lived to be 30 
who has not learned the secrets of his own 
stomach is a lucky fellow. But what good 
does it do him to have what he likes to eat if 
he cannot get it? But to sit down at a good 
French oafe, han and tired, to get a per- 
fect breakfast or dinner, isto be glad and 
grateful, one says, with Clive Newcome, that 
**the best cannot be beaten.’’ 

The only strikes I beard of in Paris were 
those of the cab drivers and the overworked 
waiters at these crowded restaurants. Where 
60,000 dinners are served daily there must be 
some friction. I did not see it, but I heard of 
it, that the waiters all along the Terrace of the 
Palais des Beaux Arts had struck. 

The English ‘‘spiers and Pond’’ sent over 
their English bar, their English cookery, their 
tons of beef and cheese. heir is also a cafe 
restaurant, Franco-American, where one can 
get so-called American dishes and American 

rinks. I went into this one day for curiosity, 
but did not see either baked beans or pumpkin 
pie or buckwheat cakes. 

The Trocadero has been of great value to this 
Exposition. The lovely park has been put in 
communication with the Champ de Mars by the 
„Pont d' Ilena.’’ There is a double staircase at 
either end to this airy bridge, from which a 
lovely view gives one the best idea of the 
grounds ofthe Exposition. The Trocadero 
Park is bordered on the porth by the Palace, 
on the west by the Rue d’Iena, on the east by 
the Rue Le Notre and on the south by the 
Quai de Billy. It has been full of flowers and 
trees of rare growth, with the pavilions of 
waters and forests, with the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Nothing could de 

MORE INTERESTING 
to those who like to see things grow and 
to make them row than a visit 
to this enchanting spot. What 1 
pretty place is that Pavilion des Forets. 

It would require a large amount of writing 
and of eloquence to analyse in detail the Ex- 
position, horticultural and arborical, or to 
visit the kiosks and chalets of this remark- 
able place. Within the Erocadero isa most 
valuable and interesting exposition of his- 
torical monuments and relics from the palaces 
and churches, precious jeweis, stuffs, em- 
broideries, bric-a-brac, which has belonged 
to eminent personages; — — precious 
manuscripts and illuminated m ssals, fans of 
Pompadour and prayer-books of Blanche o 
Castile are all there. 

Then comes the musical exposition, elabor- 
ate concerts. The music of alf nations is given 
there. The orchestra of the concerts of the 
Conservatoire, the orchestra of the concerts 
of the Chatelet, the orchestra of the National 
Academy of Music, the orchestra of the Upera 
Comique, the Roumanian and Egyptian and 
Hungarian bands—all, all have succeeded 
each otner, and crowded audiences have filled 
the salle of tne Torcadero every Tuesday and 
Friday afternoons. 

The pavilions of the City of Paris are in the 
garden on each side of the Grand Central Pa!- 
ace. They are parallel to the Galleries Rapp 
and Desaix and between the Galleries Beaux 
Arts and the various expositions. In the first 
are brought together all the documents which 
concern the municipal administration, with 
the history of charitable organizations, and so 
on. In the second is an atias of ancient Paris, 
very interesting just now, ancient plans of 
Paris, plan of the city of the Gauls, of Lutetia, 
the reign of Philip Augustus, that of Philip le 
Bel, eto. Then a large atlas has been con- 
structed which shows Paris as it has grown, a 
trulv useful historical picture. 

The chemists of the laboratory show here 
their delicate analysis of milk, of wine, of the 
falsification of coffee, adulteration of drugs 
and articles of food. It is a picture of the 
accurate, systematic and industrious French 
mind. I have yo 4 dared to touch on the 
exhibition along the Seine, where everything 
connected with the navy ean be seen and ad- 
mired, where they have boat races, as along 
the Thames, and also the most perfect models 
of the boats of all nations. The lateen sail 
of the Mediterranean points its pretty 
silhouette In the air beside the 
big American yacht. The queer Chinese boat 
elbows the Spanish galleon and the Dutch 
square-ribbed tub. The specimens of naval 
armament, auxiliary machines, torpedoes, 
life-saving boats, gondolas of Venice, it is 
like all the Exposition, a uniform history of 
naval architecture, 

The kingdom of Undine has not been for- 
gotten in this picture of the world.

From Vacation Victims’’ the transition 
to the text which heads this article is easy 
and natural. The gospel of rest—of true 
rest and sensibie vacation methods~cannot

And 
undoubtedly the mad rush of so-called 
a is not only responsible for short 
ives; it breeds disappointment as well as 
disease. The pursuit ot happiness“ has set 
its weary seal on many a face one meets. Now 
and then, however, the fortunate possessor 
ofan independent mind sturdily refuses to 
take his pleasures either madly or sadly. He 
makes money to live rather than lives to make 
money. His friends are chosen forthe de- 
lightful quid pro quo of congenial tastes; not 
upon a carefully adjusted scale of society 
values. 

Many who have become enfeebled by long 
confinement and close attention to the calls of 
sedentary occupations rush away fora short 
holiday, and endeavor by systematic overex- 
ertion to make up for tho inactivity of the 
previous months. Every year brin ite sad 
warnings of this folly in a record of fatalities, 
while the experience of most practitioners 
shows yet more clearly that this overstrain is 
followed by prolonged iliness.

The duty of selecting 
a member of the United States Su- 
preme Court is one of the most im- 
portant which a President has to perform. 


Whatever the public will think of the choice 
that will be made, the tender of a position 
upon the United States Supreme Bench is one 
which few lawyers in this country have been 
great enough to decline. Yet within a genera- 
tion a position upon the United States Supreme 
Court bench has been three times refused by 
the persons to whom it was offered. Twice 
the position was refused by Roscoe Conkling 
and once by Senator Edmunds, This fact

How the Presidents Removed Their Boots 
George Washington’s Bootjack — The 
Dented Jack of Andrew Jackson — A 
Spurious Relic of John Quincy- Adams’ 
Household—Abraham Lincoln’s Home- 
Made Pian. 


AS your grandfather 
abootjack? It be has 
save it. It will be 
worth money some 
Gay. The older it is, 
the more angular is 
its shape, the cruder 
the modeling of the 
useful crotch that was 
wont to clasp the heel 
of the old gentieman’s 
boot, the more primitive its construction, 
the more valuable it promises to be, forthe 
Amer bootjack has had its day, It has 
played its part in the history of civilization. 
its purpose. Its career has 
come to am’ end and all that remains 
to be done is to recount in praise its 
useful deeds and lay it quietly away to rest. 

To find the origin of the bootjack it is neces- 
sary to search the records of antiquity, and 
even there, with afew exceptions, history is 
lamentably silent upon that subject. All that 
is known of the bootjack is that it must have 
existed, in one form or another, since the in- 
troduction of boots. The earliest boots were 
invented by the Carians, supposed by many 
historians to be one ofthe aboriginal races of 
ancient Greece, They were primitive affairs, 
heavy and cumbersome and made of sun- 
dried skins and untanned leather. They were 
chiefly worn by mountaineers and horsemen. 
The denizens ofthe towns wore the cool and 
ploturesque sandal, fastened to the foot by 
narrow straps and easily kicked off by the 
jaded Carian at the close ofa night’s session 
of the club. 

Notso with the Carian boot. It stuck to the 
leg, down which it was rudely laced, and with 
its introduction probably came the first boot- 
jack. Inthe British Museum isa portion of 
the stone floor of an ancient Greek house. In 
one of the steps that led from one room to an- 
other isa niche shaped like a v. At first it 
was thought by superficial observers that this 
crotoh was the result of an accident, but it is 
now known that it was a boot jack. Its sides 
are polished as if by long use, and no doubt 
exists in well-informed circles regarding its 
original purpose. 

THE FOOT-PRINTS OF CIVILIZATION 
throughout the West were made by boots, and 
this useful article of wearfound an instant 
lodgment in the hearts of the barbarian tribes, 
whose freedom it trampled under foot. In 
early France the boot first received its name, 
we are told, from the old French word ‘‘bot,’’ 
meaning a stump, which the boot of that day 
greatly resembled in shape. It was worn by 
gay cavallers, by monksin gloomy @loisters, 
by pilgrims, by lords and monarchs, by jour- 
neymen and wandering minstrels. From 
leather it came to be fashioned of metal, and 
became an important part of the snit of mail. 
It is now universally worn by the soldiery of 
Europe, with whom the bootjack maintains 
the only position in polite society left to it on 
the face of the globe. 80 necessary is the 
jack in European armies that the saying of 
th poor German officer to his orderly, 


„Jo nn, pack the boot jack, we are going to 
move, fas become a maxim. 

The first Yankee bootjack was landed on our 
shores from the Mayfiower. It shared the 
trials and tribulations ofthe Pilgrim Fathers. 
It was a part of the struggling colony. It 
helped to fight the Indians. It chastized the 
Puritan children. In times of famine and 
siege it lighted the colonists’ fires and when 
the Revolutionary War paved the way to 
peace, prosperity and freedom, the bootjack 
entered upon a career of brilliant and flatter- 
ing prospects. 

First it was made of a plank of wood, V- 
shaped at one end, which wus raised from the 
floor an inch or two or more bya short block 
of wood nailed to the under surface of the 

lank. It was home-made and unpretentious, 
but the early farmers found it useful in pull- 
ing off their heavy leather bootwear aad 
treasured it accordingly. 

As times changed from simple to luxurious, 
the bootjack underwent a similar metamor- 
phosis. It was manufactured by skilled wood- 
carvers and moulded by artistic workers in 
iron. It assumed odd and fantastic shapes 
like that of a beetle whose outstretched claws 
clasped the boot- heel, or it took the form ofa 
gaudy butterfly with gracefully bending feel- 
ers projecting from its head. 

How great à place the bootjack had in the 
bousebolde of our ancestors is hard to deter- 
mine. There arefew specimens among the 
relics handed down to us from our illustrious 


ead. 
Among the effects of 


GEORGE WASHINGTON 

now preserved in the National Museum in 
Washington, is his campaign bootjack. It is 
devoid of any unnecessary ornamentation, 
like its greatowner. It is plain, but useful. 
The notch is generous in its breadth and 
depth and points to the fact that the father of 
his country was no dude in the selection of his 
boots. If he ever needed the services ofa 
chiropodist the ailment could not have been 
located upon his heel, judging from the size of 
the boots he must bave worn. 

The bootjack of the flery Andrew Jackson is 
another heritage of the past reverently pre- 
served in bis historic Hermitage. It is smaller 
than that of the great Washington and more 
carefully constructed. The crotch is rounded 
and worn smooth by long use. The edges are 
dented and nicked, but whether from being 
used as a missile by its irascible owner when 
his temper was sorely tried and other weapons 
were not at band, or whether they were 
caused by careless 1 during its many 
trips upon the Indian frontier, the historian 
of the time negiects to state. 

An ingenious attempt was recently made to 
palm off a spurious bootjack fora historic 
relic, which was happily frustrated by a truth- 
loving searcher for antiquities. It came 
hither from Boston and was marked with the 
name of John Quincy Adams. It was bought 
by a large dealer in curios and was offered for 
salé at an extravagant price. It was of a 
quaint device and had been modeled with 
great care and at a considerable cost. It was 
Also well worn and shone with the polish of 
age and the friction of countless pairs of 
daintily woven hose. How long the decep- 
tion might have continued it is Impossible to 
say. One day it fell under the gaze of the 
iconoclastic antiquarian, who instinctively 
doubted its authenticity and upon investiga- 
tion discovered that it was a well-known pat- 
tern turned out by a prominent New England 
manufacturer who was not born at the time of 
the sixth President’s death. 

HB BOOTJACK OF THE MARTYRED LINCOLN 
uobapplly was not preserved.

Among the list of 
patents there are three designs that de- 
serve especial mention. One was invented 
by F. C. Goffin of Newark, N. 
1859. It was intended to sed 
tially as a boot-jack and partially as a bu 
alarm. Its machinery was intricate, and al- 
though its pu Was laudadle iu the ex- 
treme it is owing to that defect that it failed 
of 2 t was to stand behind the 
door, easy use and ready to serve at night 
as a Warning to the predatory inclined. 

Another was constructed by Mr. W. S. Chat- 
haur as a combined boot-jack, door buffer and 
spur. The same defect marked ita failure as 
in the case of Mr. Goffin’s interesting inven- 
tion. It failed to be satisfactory either as a 
boot-jack or a buffer. And as to its use asa 
spur the horse was never born that would not 
shy with fright at its very sight. It was meant 
to be stationary during the day behind the 
door, in which place it did the only real serv- 
ice of its career. 

The palm for ingenuity must be awarded to 
Messrs. Osborn and Crandall of Ilion, N. Y., 
who in 1866 invented a bootjack that combined 
with that function those of a nutcracker, tack 
hammer, tack puller, wrench and nail puller. 
It would take half as much space as this arti- 
cle does to reprint the long and technical de- 
scription of the invention -from the patent 
report and the foot notes necessary for a clear 
understanding of the same would fill as much 
more room. As wiil always be the case where 
man attempts to impose too much work upon 
his machinery, this invention was a failure, It 
might bave served satisfactorily as a boot- 
jack or done moderately weil as a nut-cracker 
and even asa bootjack and nut-cracker com- 
bined, but to make it a whole chest of carpen- 
ter’stools and expect it to render proper 
service in each of its several capacities was 
too much to expect even of Yankee ingenuity 
and its doom was 

SPEEDILY SOUNDED. 

With the improvement in country roads and 
city pavements came also an improvement in 
footwear and top boots were supplanted by 
shoes, both high and low cut; buttoned, laced 
and fastened atthe sides by strips of elastic 
cloth. This innovation marked the decline of 
the bootjack. True, it ig still used, but Its 
popularity is forever gone. The manfactur- 
ers make a dozen patterns or more which are 
sold chiefly to dealers inthe country towns. 
A tour of investigation through twelve large 
shops in this city recently failed to discover a 
single bootjack. 

When a man comes in wearing boots, 
explained the proprietor of the shops, our 
clerks pull off his boots with their hands. I 
have not used a bootijiack in my store for the 
past ten years. 

have been selling boot makers’ materials 
and supplies for the last eighteen years,’’ 
said a prominent dealer in that line, and I 
have not had a call for a bootjack for over 
two years and that was from a dealer in Vir- 
ginla whose nearest railroad station is six 
miles distant from his shop. 

In the styles that survive the mu:ations of 
time and are still offered for sale, there isa 
monotonous sameness of design. Two kinds 
are sold. One is of wood and is held up- 
right against the wall bya spring when not 
in use and the other is of wood or iron and 
is formed plainly after beetles, or other igno- 
— insects with projecting and bifurcated 

orns. . 

Thus it has come to pass that the history of 
the American bootjack is closed and may be 
filed away among the other records of the 
mouldy past. 

It was 1 in its development a feat- 
ure oi the domestic history of the nineteenth 
century once wide in its popularity, diverse 
in its functions and richly valued for its prac- 
tical utility. Now its name is alone preserved 
in the annals of current comic literature to be 
forever associated by the humorist with the 
midnight visitations of the musical and dissi- 
pated backyard cat. So has the mighty fallen.
